Convicted sex abuser who 
lost appeal remains free

TWIN FALLS - A Twin Fails man who 
lost an Idaho Supreme Court appeal of his 
sex-abuse conviction almost two months 
ago remains free. 

Fifth District Judge Daniel Mcchl March 
8 ordered Thomas G. Phillips, 155 Monroe 
—St , -to begin serving his sentence as soon as 
the North Idnho_CorrcctipnaMnstitution in 
Cottonwood has an opening in ‘its Sex of- 
fenders program. 

But Phillips has yet to serve a day behind

Health reformers considering national sales tax

WASHINGTON -— President Clin- 
ton’s hadth reform task force is taking a 
second look bt o national sales tax to pay 
for health, coVpfagc for. 37 million unin- 
sured Americans as a new poll finds sur- 
. prising support for it. . 

•"They arc refocusing on that intense- 
ly," an official working with the task 
force said Tuesday. "There is renewed in- 
terest.” 

With the early May deadline for a 


health reform plan fast approaching, the 
administration must decide how to fi- 
nance what could easily be the most sig- 
nificant safcty.net benefit since Social 
Security. Clinton could begin making 
some preliminary decisions as early as 
next week. 

At his press conference, the president 
did not rule out asking the middle class to 
pay higher taxes — but he stressed that 
die burden would be spread throughout 
society: 

.“All the surveys show that lopsided 


majorities of the American people arc 
willing to pay somewhat more — a little 
more — .if they arc guaranteed the securi- 
ty of health coverage," said Clinton. 

A poll released Tuesday by the Kaiser. 
Fampy Foundation, a health care philan- 
thropy, found that 58 percent of Ameri- 
cans would support a 6 percent ’national 
sales tax to pay for health reform. The 
survey had a margin of error of plies' or 
minus 3 percent. 

The poll also found broad backing for 
other likely elements of Clinton's plan. 


such as imposing emergency price con- 
trols on the health care industry, creating 
insurance purchasing co-ops to pool the 
buying power of individuals and busi- 
nesses, requiring businesses to provide 
coverage for their employees and raising 
taxes on tobacco, alcohol, firearms and 
ammunition. 

Other tax possibilities that were not ex- 
plored in the poll include taxes on doctors 
and hospitals, and taxes to recoup some 
of the savings employers are expected to . 
gain from health care cost controls.

The state argues that the adjudication fil- 
ing fees are not a tax or a court-awarded 
cost. 

Only a few federal claims have been 
filed; the rest arc due Thursday.

Renio calls for new laws 
assuring access to clinics 


WASHINGTON (AP) — New 
legislation is heeded to protect wom- 
en entering abortion clinics because 
a recent Supreme Court ruling un- 
dermfned -federal authority to assure 
such access, Attorney General Janet 
Reno said Tuesday. 

“Current federal law, in light of 
the (court) decision, I don’t think is 
adequate ... to prevent or to help pre- 
vent physical interference with ac- 
cess to abortion clinics,” Ms. Reno 
told reporters. 

On Capitol Hill, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., introduced legis- 
lation that would make it a federal 
crime to attack medical personnel or 
clinic property. It also allows the 
U.S. attorney general to bring civil 
suits to obtain injunctions against 
such conduct. A similar measure has 
already been introduced in the 
House. 

Reno's ■comments came in her 
first news conference since becom- 
ing the nation’s top prosecutor. Oiji 
other platters, she: . - 

• Called for all U.S. attorneys na- 


tionwide to submit their resignations 
so that the Clinton administration 
can put its own people in place. “We 
are going to try to do it in a very or- 
derly way that does not impact in 
any way on any pending matter,” 
-she said. 

’ • Denied reports that a successor 
already has been chosen for embat- 
tled FBI Director William Sessions. 
"I haven’t chosen him and the presi- 
dent hasn’t chosen him and I don’t 
know who else would chose him,” 
she said. She said no decision as 
been made whether to retain Ses- 
sions, who is accused of using gov- 
ernment transportation for personal 
purposes and other misconduct. 

• Ruled out the Justice Depart- 
ment getting involved in the shoot- 
ing death of Dr. David Gunn-as he 
headed toward an abortion clinic in 
Pensacola, Fla. “Florida law on this 
subject is more effective than federal 
law," said the former Florida prose- 
putor. 

After speaking with Gunn’s wife 
arid daughter, she said she was satis- 


fied with the progress of the ease. 

On women’s access to abortion 
clinics, the Supreme Court ruled last 
January in a Virginia case that feder- 
al judges cannot stop, through in- 
junctions, protesters who try to 
block such access. The court said 
state laws — • not an 1871 ( federal 
law, the Ku Klux Klnn Act — must 
be relied on to prevent such block- 
ades. 

The Bush administration had sup- 
ported the decision. But Ms. Reno, 
in one of her first actions, directed 
the Justice Department to review the 
laws to see if federal intervention 
was possible. That review, she said, 
led her to conclude that n new law 
was needed.

‘‘No. no, they have it all wropg," a 
South Korean infantry oflit'cr joked 
last week. “It is now President Clin* 
ton they must accuse or being rapist 
of the world. And of course South 
Korea is America’s brave and vigi- 
la nt ally.* ' 


The U.S. and South Korean troops 
hunkered' down on the south side of

Solar power 
expensive 
in S. Idaho

TWIN FALLS - Imagine having all the 
electricity you need and getting money 
from Idaho Power Co. instead of paying on 
electric bill every month. 

It could happen. 

In Japan, a man recently installed solar 
power panels on the roof of his new two- 
story house, according to “The Quad 
Report,” a utility Industry magazine. The 
panels generate more electricity that he can 
use, and he sells the excess to the local 
utility. 

That scenario is unlikely in southern 
Idaho at the moment, an Idaho Power 
official says, but the company is putting • 
solar power to work in some other ways.

BOISE - The Idaho Supreme Court has 
. overturned part of a million-dollar judgment 
granted a B Ini no County woman who 
claimed thb man she lived with for 10 years 
ocut and mentally abused tier. : 

Sandra Firth won u judgment against 
Carl Curtis after presenting testimony 
about the “battered wife" syndrome. After 
a trial, a 5th District Court jury awarded 
her 550,000 damages for battery, S225.000 
' for intentional infliction of cmotionul 


distress arid S725.000 in punitive damages. 

• In 'a decision released Tuesday, the 
■ Supreme Court upheld most of the judgment 
onn 3-2 decision, but ordered the question of 
the damages awarded sent, back to district 
court for additional hearings. 

In a ruling wrinenr byJustice Linda Copplc 
Trout, the majority held that 5th District 
Judge James May failed to explicitly state 
the damage nmount that lie would have 
awarded. 

The law-rcquircs the judge in such cases to 
calculate how much he would have awarded 


and compare it with the jury’s award to ! 
determine if it was excessive. Trout wrote. 
His mention of damages he “might hove 
found" was noi enough, the court said. 

The Supreme Court rejccted-Curtis’ 
argument that Firth's claim was barred by 
■ the statute of limitatioAs. n time limit: ' — *' 
The court adopted the "continuing tori" 
theory, folding that Firth was jdamaged by a 
continuing series of injuries inflicted by 
Curtis.'Although the incidents occurred ns

Officials: Cyanide solution won’t hurt land

SUBLET? — BlucI^ Pine Mine officials say ihul 
the land application being conducted at the mine to 
prevent cyanide contamination has been successful. 

On Saturday, workers at the mine were forced to 
-pump-cyanide -water solution-frontni^cacirpatiT' 
remove the cyanide from it, and then sprinkle it on 
land owned by the Bureau of Land Management and 
Forest Service. 

' The land is within the mine's permit boundury. 
said senior environmental engineer Crcll in Scott. ' 

BLM and Forest Service .officials, as well as other 
mine regulating agencies; wchi fibtified by Black ' 
Pine about the situntioh and their intentions to 
implement land application procedures. 

"I mustjsay the staff has turned what could have 
been a difficult situation into a near-textbook 
example of what should be done in a situation like 


this.” said mine Manager Pete Petrowsky. "This . 
goes to show that good people, armed with basic yet 
flexible contingency plans, can handle whatever 
comes our way.” 

The situation was caused by. abnormally large 
spring runoff. Two feet of, wet snow was on the pad 
when ihe Hfca rccciv6d more than an inch of rainfall, 
which melted the snow. r 

A mine spokesman said while the land application 
process is relatively new to South Idaho, it has 
proven its worth at other Western Mines. A 1989 
•Pegasus Cold mirfe' in Montana pioneered the 
process when it faced a similar situation. 

It was so successful, "Montana permitting officials 
now require u land application plan be included in 
all hcnp-leach mine plans because it is an . 
environmentally safe and effective way lo handle 
large amounts of water, said Eric Williams, a 
Pegasus Gold spokesman. The company owns the 


Black Pine Mine, located" near .the Iduho-Utuli 
border. . 

Black Pine didn't. have specific authorization lo 
use-lhc land application process, but had only 
unspecified ways to mitigate spelt situations, Scott 
said. 

BLM geologist Karen Shilling said Black Pine 
might.be fined due to the land application process,, 
expected to go on for at least two weeks. However, 
she said she understands how mine official*, didn't 
have other options available to prevent 
contamination from occurring. 

No health threat is expected to come from the land 
application, although Shilling said an investigation is 
occurring to determine if anything in the solution 
might be haiaWous.io the environment. — *

Cook’s travels take her across country and back

TWIN FALLS - Linda Myr- 
land's downtown home is as wel- 
coming os her 6-month-old Twin 
. tails restaurant — - the warm 
scent of her latest experimental 
recipe coming from the kitchen,

“This is the jungle room,” she 
says cheerily as she leads a guest 
through the plant and light-filled 
atrium at the front of her home. 
“My brother collects South 
•American folk art.” And, up the 
oak staircase: “This is my teddy

“My idea was that the Hilton 
was the most ideal place to 
work,” Myrland said, recalling 
her first day as apprentice chef 
“My first day 1 had to clean 12 
cases of spinach, 24 bags to a 
case. I thought, ’Why am I doing 
this?' After a year, 1 went to a 
smaller restaurant; and I decided 
I am a small restaurant person. 
I'm not the hoteltypc 1 thought I 
was.” 

Despite the dash and style of 
high-life cooking. Myrland ex- 
plained, the life of a chef in a big 
city is difficult. Long hours, the 
stress of staff management and 
odd. exacting customers are the 
price to pay. 

A demanding dinner party at 
the Intercontinental in New Or- 
. leans Inst year finally convinced 
Myrland to return to her home- 
town of Twin Foils. 

Here's the story: A kosher 
meal prepared for a rabbi’s wed- 
ding was to be served Sunday af- 
ternoon. but, according to Ortho- 
dox tradition. Myrland and her 
staff were allowed to prepare and 
' couk unl yun t il - sun down-on-Fri— 
day and then again after sun- 
down on Saturday night. 

“We were told sunset on Satur- 
day was at 7:43, so wo wait till 
7:43 on the dot to start cooking. 
Suddenly, one of the rabbi’s 
comes in and tells us we can’t 
start cooking until he sees three 
, ^;ars in the sky. We were in the 
central business district, where 
all the high-rises arc. You qnn't \ 
even sec -the sky. much [css tfic 
stars. So by 9:00 at night, wC still 
can’t cook because he hasn't 
seen any stars. Finally, by 10:00, 
we got to start cooking. We got . 
out at four, in the morning and 
had to be back in at eight. That’s 
when 1 decided to come back to 
Twin Fall^.”- 

When Myrlnnd returned to 
Twin Falls, she found the snme 
dearth of gourmet restaurants she 
had lamented when she left. She 
and her brother. Robert, an attor- 


ney then practicing in South Car- 
olina, decided to introduce a little 
southern spice into their north- 
west hometown. 

Enter Caffe in the Green, a 
seven-table lunch spot serving, 
well, whatever strikes the duo's 
fancy. 

“It’s inspiration,” Robert Myr- 
land said. “We got tired of l.ook- 
ing at plain turkey sandwiches so 
wc came up with the Tucson 
with guacamolc; and last week 
we got a little bored with the 
Mandarin Chicken, so wc tried a 
Caribbean Chicken, with orange, 
lime and pepper sauce. And wc 
have the only roasted lamb sand- 
wich around. I think.” 

Linda Myrland added, “Wc 
also like changing for the cus- ' 
tomcr. The soups change every 
other day. It’s a nice surprise. 
They never know what they’ll 
find.” 

My.rlond, who also serves as 
night chef at the Blue Lakes 
Country Club and catered last 
month’s Humane Society Gala, 
said she has been stunned by the 
immediate success of Caffe in 
the Green. 

Located inside the Cavernous 
greenhouses at Kimberly Nurs- : 
cries oh the outskirts of town,' the 
restaurant has prospered despite 
it's intimate size, idiosyncratic 
location, leisurely lunch schedule 
and tiny advertising budget. 

"It’s been a lot of word-of- 
mouth,” Myrland said. ”A lot of 
people who come in want some- 1 
thing different than just a hum 
sandwich or a hamburger. I 
won’t do hamburgers.” 

And, as CafTe in the Green hns 
flourished, ‘so have Myrland's 
drtams of opening a supper 
house in Twin Falls, which she 
will imbue with equal parts New 
Orlcnns stylc. Twin Falls sub- 
stance and Myrland warmth. 

"Wc try to have a good con- 
versation with everyone who 
conics into our restaurant.” Myr- 
land said, “great food, great at- 
mosphere, great conversation.”

Tips for painting dull furniture 



' A couple of coats of paint is one 
bf the simplest ways to restore a dull 
or damaged piece of wood furniture, 

,In most cases, the old finish does 
not have to'bc removed and the tools 
and materials needed are relatively 
inexpensive. 

1 recommend an acrylic-latex or 
.yvater-based enamel, either semi- 
gloss or gloss, for the finish coats. 

Enamel i*i simply a lough grade of 
paint that gives a durable, easy-lo- 
clcan finish. It is available in many 
colors at most home centers, paint 
stores and hardware stores. 

>. Some finishers say oil-based 
(uikyd) ciiamcls give the toughest 
finish, but I prefer latex. Latex fin- 
ishes have less odor than solvent- 
based finishes, so the finishing can 
be comfortably done indoors as long 
as the room is wcjl ventilated. Late$ 
finishes also dry quiukly. and tools 
can be cleaned with soap and water 
' instead of strong solvents. . 

If 'the wood has finish such as 
- paint or varnish, priming the entire 
surface is often not necessary as 
long as the old finish is thoroughly 
cleaned and dcglosscd. However, 
primer should be used over any bare 
wood or areas that are repaired with 
wood putty. Carefully read the label 
bf the finish enamel for directions 
about priming and the type of primer 
to use. 

To apply latex enamel and other 
water-based finishes, use brushes 
with synthetic, (nylon or polyester) 
bristle,s. The bristles should taper at 
the tip of the brush. A 2V: -inch-wide 
brush works well on most furniture, 
but it is 'a good idea to also keep a I- 
inch-widc brush on hand to reach 
into any tight areas. 

Good work light is one of the 
most -important prerequisites for -an 
attractive finish, since it helps the 
finisher spot areas where the paint is 
streaked, too thin or too thick. Day- 
light is best, but strong artificial 
light can be used if necessary.

« Protect the floor of the work area 
ny spreading plastic sheets or mats 
of newspapers. Clear the area of oth- 
er furniture so the work piece can be 
reached from all sides. 

Remove hardware, such as door 
pulls and hinges. Doors and drawers 
should be removed lor separate han- 
dlings 

Clean all surfaces that are to he rc- 
finished with a household cleaner 
such as Top Job or Mr. Clean. 

If any part of the surface was 
waxed,, such as a table top. wipe it 
with a cloth moistened with mineral 
spirits (paint thinner). Mineral spirits 
is flammable and has a strong odor, 
so this part of the cleaning should lie 
done outdoors. If' used indoors, 
make sure the area is thoroughly 
ventilated and there are no fire haz- 
ards. 

Check the surface for cracks and 
holes that need repair., Fill these with 
wood putty, let the patty cure, and 
sand repaired areas smooth with 
I(H)-grit sandpaper. 

If there arc any loose joints, 
scrape out old glue, spread fresh 
woodworking glue on the surfaces, 
and clamp the loose parts until the 
glue cures. 

The entire surface should then be 
sanded to eliminate rough spots and 
gloss in the previous finish. Use a 
sanding block or powered finishing 
sandcr when sanding fiat surfaces 
such as table tops. Light sanding is 
usually adequate. 

Vacuum all dust from the surface 
or wipe with a sticky lack cloth, sold 
at paint stores. Spot prime any 
patched areas or hare wood.
